Government statements relative to 
the trouble have been given out by 
the Polish agency, which say the 
mutineers belonging to cavalry and 
artillery units, organised soldiers’ 
councils and have taken up positions 
in the outskirts of Kovno and open­ 
ed a heavy fire on government build­ 
ings. After serious fighting the mu­ 
tiny was put down, it was said, but 
no arrests have been made by the 
Polish authorities.

After emphasizing the need for 
teaching hospitals in every large city 
rn the country, Dr. Wilbur had this 
to say of the hospitals for the in­ 
sane: 
“We put tens of thousands of the 
mentally sick into great isolated 
institutions, largely without medical 
students 
or training schools 
for 
nurses, through competent adminis­ 
trators we care for them reason­ 
ably well, but we have learned and 
are learning but little of mental 
diseases. 
“The ignorance of the 
average’ 
medical man of psychology and psy­ 
chiatry is painful. Every hospital 
should be a live optimistic center 
for study and not a pen for the lin­ 
gering care of the hopeless or semi- 
hopeless. We cannot think of medi­ 
cal education in the future without 
bringing the stimulus of the stud­ 
ent to all such hospitals and like­ 
wise bringing one such hospital into 
the closest of contact with every 
medical school. 
“Perhaps with the establishment 
of such conditions we can gradually 
place the decisions upon the ques­ 
tions of mental conditions in the 
hands of physicians instead of un­ 
trained judges and emotional Ju­ 
rors.” 
Dr. Wilbur said that “community 
welfare depends upon the engineer 
and physician more than the poli­ 
tician.” He suggested that the state® 
foster the study of the causes of 
disease to reduce the heavy burden 
of ‘sickness, weakness and men!

BARREL FOUNTAIN IS HANDY 


Outfit Will Save Lots of Work and 
Also Insure Constant Supply of 
Water for Fowls. 


The diagram shown is of a home­ 
made poultry fountain. The cistern is 
a common barrel that is watertight, 
connected to a drinking tank by a 
piece of pipe with one elbow as shown, 
says a writer in Tile Parmer.

washer or something else of that shape 
Ie fastened on the end of the pipe at 
•'C'* in order to make a sort of rim on 
the inside of the pipe. “A” is a piece 
of board used for a float and connected 
to plunger, “B,” by means of a wire. 
This makes a self-locking valve so that 
the water will flow in until the tank 
gets full when the float

plunger up against the rim on the in­ 
side of the pipe and shuts off the water 
which flows to again as the water is 
consumed.

OKLAHOMA CITY, March 2.— 
When seven hundred Choctaw and 
Chickasaw warriors, fighting under 
the leadership of Gen. Andrew Jack­ 
son at the battle of New Orleans in 
the war of 1812, went into battle 
they were led by Levi Colbert, a 
Chickasaw, 
as 
standard 
bearer 
carrying aloft the emblem of the 
United States. 
Pushmataha, the great Choctaw 
chief and fighter, was in command 
of the Indian fighters. After the 
battle, General Jackson presented 
the standard bearer with the flag, 
for his bravery and the valor of 
the Indian troops. Ten years later 
President John Quincy Adam had 
made a large silver medal which 
was presented to Colbert, who was 
principal chief of the Chickasaws at 
the time of removal west of the 
Mississippi river. 
The flag which was used in this 
famous battle, was used on many 
occasions and at meetings of the tri­ 
bal councils, and has been kept in 
the Colbert family until recently 
when it was presented to the Ok­ 
lahoma historical society, and is 
now in the museum at the capitol 
building. For many years it has been 
in the custody of Joe Kemp, of 
Tishomingo, a great grandson of 
Levi Colbert. Kemp still has the 
silver medal.
